This program of suppression is another phase 
of the emotionalism that has given the proposed 
new censorship bill in New York its hearing. 
A book should be judged, says this amendment, 
by its effect on readers of little experience.

what happens, and the efforts are always ex- 
pended against a Rabelais or a Flaubert, a 
Whitman or a Hardy, a D. H. Lawrence or a 
SI erwood Anderson.

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The amendment will read that the question 
of whether a book is moral or immoral shall be 
judged by the effect produced by selected pass- 
ages on young people or the average men and 
women in the street. 

Anyone at all familiar with literature can see 
where the blows will fall. Thomas Hardy a 
generation ago decided to cease the writing of 
novels because of similar attacks on his last 
two books, yet those books are today acclaimed 
by all to be the masterpieces of England’s great- 
est living novelist. Whitman’s “Leaves of 
Grass” has encountered two generations of mis- 
directed attack yet is now available complete in 
school editions. 

By all means let the standards of writing, 
publishing and reading be raised, but not by the 
misdirected zeal of the inexperienced. 


“Our Literary Tammany”’ 


HEN an article with the above head- 
WV ing by Robert Haven Schauffler ap- 
peared in a recent Literary Review, we 
expected to read an attack on the American 
publishers who would be declared guilty of pub- 
lishing school histories of less than 100 per 
cent patriotism, or of encouraging unrestrained 
young realists or perhaps of rejecting manu- 
scripts of new authors, but the Tammany of 
Mr. Schauffler’s attack consists of the writer 
critics, who, he believes, by measuring new 
literary product by their own predelictions and 
tastes, give the public one-sided viewpoints. 
The critics he has in view are not mentioned 
by name, but are evidently those who have 
taken special interest in the poetry movements 
of the past decade. These critics have, it is 
true, been poets themselves—Harriet Munro, 
William Stanley Braithwaite, Amy Lowell, 
Jessie Rittenhouse, Louis Untermeyer, Conrad 
Aiken—yet, however much their personal craft- 
interest may have guided their emphasis and 
choice, the thing that most needs to be said is 
a word of thanks, not rebuke. That a new 
generation of poets has had anything like a 
popular hearing in our decade is in no small 
part due to poets who turned critics and an- 
thologists. If there have been new voices that 
have been denied all hearing from so varied 
a group of publicists, to say nothing of our 
other literary critics, revaluations, if vigorously 
worded, can get good space in any paper. 
While our critics are appraising new books, 
they should continually review their estimates 
to see if they are still sound, but literary criti-

cism must be vigorous and honest if it is to be 
read. If a revaluation of a poet’s work is 
needed, this is to be had, not by questioning the 
ability of present critics, but by bringing for- 
ward new views, vigorously and ably expressed. 

Our literary Tammany has no way of en- 
forcing the election of its nominees. New in- 
dependent candidates can be put up by any 
rival party.

An Aggressive Conference 


HE preliminary program of the Library 

Conference to be held in Hot Springs, Ark., 
the last week in April, shows that the Asso- 
ciation program is full of discussion about 
extension work as well as professional stand- 
ards. School library extension comes in for 
several papers, showing that this live subject 
is getting thoro attention. The same is true 
of rural library work and the development of 
libraries in the southwest and southeast. The 
question of bringing books to a wider public 
thru package libraries and traveling libraries 
is given - special relation to the devel- 
opment of agricultural interest.

trade and outside. The List ‘of 
Best Sellers is reproduced not 
alone in the PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY 
but in many important book sections 
of newspapers and is the basis of selec- 
tions of titles for various promotion pur- 
poses. 
This prestige is due to the fact that this 
list is the only one made ‘by referendum." It 
is not the record of a single store, the ’sales’ 
tallies of jobbers, nor the reckonings of ‘pub- 
lishers.' The list is prepared in accordance 
with actual reports from booksellers in évery 
section of the country. There have been upon 
our lists about 150 retailers to whom we send, 
the 25th of each month, a letter asking for a 
report as to the best selling titles, both fiction 
and non-fiction, in their stores during the 
month just passing. To facilitate response, we 
prepare a form upon which is placed the 
name of retailer to whom sent, the month for 
which data is desired, and space for twelve 
titles to be filled in each classification. This 
form is sent with the letter. A return stamped 
envelope is added. Because the returns, are 
desired for publication in the next forthcom- 
ing issue of Books or THE MONTH request is 
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made that the filled-in form should reach us by 
the 8th of the month following. 
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REPRODUCTION OF “BEST SELLERS DEPARTMENT, 
REGULARLY FEATURED IN BOOKS OF THE MONTH. 


On the average, 60 dealers send in data each 
month. More would be desirable, but dealers 
get absorbed in their own affairs, and the per- 
centage of replies to requests remains about 
40 per cent. There is no way to be sure that 
every important bookselling center replies — 
but each important market is diligently solic- 
ited. Often replies from one market over 
balance those from another. This is partly 
unavoidable and is partly corrected by the 
law of averages. It will be still further cor- 
rected as more reports from dealers come in. 
Booksellers are coming to realize that reliable 
trade data on which to base operations are as 
important in te book-trade as in other lines. 

The reports begin to flow back to this office 
promptly and on the closing date, the 8th of 
the month, the returns are tallied. A book is 
credited with a vote each time it is mentioned 
on a ballot. Probably over a hundred books 
are mentioned each month by one ballot or 
another. By counting the number of votes 
received the order of standing in the “best 
selling” class is arrived at. The list is classi- 
fied as to fiction and non-fiction, and the 
record is prepared for each class separately. 
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We now have a list of “Best Selle;<” ; 
order of number of votes as reported py the 
retail stores. This list is edited to get mebioe 
title, author, publisher and price, [t ;. cr 
med down from a list of about 100 titles nt 
about 30 in the fiction class and 23 in the non.

The Paper Industries Exposition 


HE Paper Industries Exposition will be held 
Te the Grand Central Palace the week of 
April oth, Sales of space have progressed so 
rapidly that only a few booths are still avail- 
able and the applications for tickets have al- 
ready reached the 40,000 mark. 

The New York Public Library will conduct 
an unusual educational exhibit. The library 
will show visitors how it “pickles paper,” so 
that time and wear may not destroy the files 
of the newspapers kept in its archives. Several 
big New York newspapers expended several 
thousand dollars in experiments with various 
methods of preserving their files for continuous 
present use, as well as for historical record. 
The method finally devised and now being used 
is the use of Japanese tissue and transparent 
glue, which by special machinery is pressed upon 
the printed pages so that they can be clearly 
read, and yet protected from weather and wear. 
The library exhibit will include a demonstra- 
tion by cutout sections, of the manner in which 
it rebinds old books, so that the usual loss due 
to torn and loose covers is obviated. 

The American Forestry Association’s ex- 


. hibit will give an understanding of the import- 


ance of the association’s work in connection 
with the paper iridustry from the standpoint of 
reforestration and protection of existing forest 
from fire. 

The Exposition will offer to the general pub- 
lic an opportunity to learn some of the ex- 
tremely interesting details of one of the coun- 
try’s greatest industries. To the paper manu- 
facturer it will be a demonstration of the latest 
in paper making supplies and machinery, as 
well as the chemical requirements of his mill 
and the merchant will have a chance of study- 
ing the whole basic story of the material which 
he handles.

Many of Miller’s early books had previous publication, ranging from a few 
days to several months, in London. In the case of Mark Twain, the earliest works were 
pirated in England from the American magazines, and then Twain himself used the 
previous London publication to protect his own copyrights, up to the time of the in- 
ternational agreements. Both Twain and Miller lived in London for a year or so. 
However, the policy of these lists is to give American editions preference in treating of 
American authors.

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H. G. Wells’s Choice of Ten 
Books 


G. WELLS, in the April American 
H. Magazine, has given a list of the Ten 
Most Important Books in the World. He 
says at the” close of his article, in speaking 
of the books he has selected, “It is well to 
read them; it is well to get as close as pos- 
sible to these great originating books, but it 
is not vitally important to do so. The ‘Len 
Most Important Books does not mean neces- 
sarily the ten most important books to read. 
Mr. Wells chose the books which, in his 
opinion, have been of most importance in 
forming the civilization which exists today. 
Thus a book which centuries ago was of im- 
mense importance in the shaping and develop- 
ing of a race’s ideas may well have served 
its purpose and be relatively unimportant to 
the reader today. 

Wells states that the Bible as a whole can- 
not be honestly considered one book. He 
therefore has chosen one book from the Old 
Testament and one from the New. The Ten 
Most Important Books are: 


1. Isaiah—Old Testament. 

2. St. Mark—New Testament. 

3. “The Great Learning” by a disciple of 
Confucius. 

The Koran. 

Plato’s “Republic.” 

. Aristotle’s “History of Animals.” 

. “Travels of Marco Polo.” 

. Copernicus “The Revolutions of the 

Heavens.” 

9. Bacon’s “The New Atlantis.” 

10. Darwin’s “Origin of Species.” 

Besides giving the reason why he considers 
the ten books on his list the most important 
books in the world Mr. Wells also discusses 
a number of other great books and tells why 
he did not include them in his :election. The 
following are some of the books which he 
mentions in this connection; Leonardo da 
Vinci’s “Note Books,” Newton’s “Principia,” 
More’s “Utopia,” Adam Smith’s “Wealth of 
Nations,” Immanuel Kant’s “Critique of Pure 
Reason,” Marx’s “Das Capital,” and the 
works of Shakespeare, Goethe, Euripides, and 
Virgil. 

It is interesting to note that the first eight 
books chosen were all written before the six- 
teenth century and the last two can scarcely 
be considered ‘modern.’

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Good Book-Making 


HE lover of good printing should send 
to the Lanston Monotype Machine Com- 
pany, Philadelphia, for a copy of its 
house organ, “Monotype,” Volume 9, Number 
6, a very interesting issue and valuable to the 
collector of printing. Frederic W. Goudy 
has been redrawing for the Monotype a font 

‘ type based on the old design of Claude 
Garamond. The Monotype people have en- 
jeavored to make this font one of the most 
satisfactory of machine types by giving the 
iesigner no restrictions of measurement such 
as are usually applied to designs made for 
machine casting. This 24-page booklet pam- 
phlet is from the trial font, and the setting 
has been planned by Bruce Rogers, whose 
name is on the colophon. Mr. Rogers says: 

“After having the present type before me 
for a month or more while testing it under 
all conditions, it seems to me one of the 
most successful reproductions of early type 
that any modern designer has yet given us.” 

The text used for the pamphlet is a chapter 
from Holbrook Jackson’s “The Ejighteen- 
Nineties,” published by Knopf, on the subject 
i the private presses of England, with a 
foreword on earlier presses and a supple- 
mentary note on Claude Garamond by W. 
M. Ivins, Jr. of the Metropolitan Art 
Museum. 

As a combination of interesting text, of 
Bruce Rogers’s lay-out, William E. Rudge 
press-work and as the first use of a new 
Goudy type design, the pamphlet has unusual 
interest and very great beauty. 

A very appropriate use of Old English 
type for title page and running heads is 
found in “Pro Vita Monastica” by Henry 
Dwight Sedgwick, printed by D. B. Updike 
for the Atlantic Monthly Press. The bind- 
ing design deserves the same praise as the 
Presswork, an all-over blind stamping, with 
lettering on the back of exceptional taste 
and care. The volume is a beautiful example 
of the best American book-making. 

\s is so often the case, volumes of poemis 
receive exceptional attention from their pub- 
lishers, and several books of this kind have 
ome to hand, including “The Poems of 
‘lice Meynell” from Charles Scribner’s, the 
cit stamping and gilt top taking one back 
to the pre-war period; “The Ballad of St.

Shelf with the A. Edward Newton books 
published by Atlantic as it has the same in- 
timate connection with bookishness and book 
collecting. Macmillan has also made a de- 
lightful little volume of “Garden Whimseys” 
by Charlotte Rider Lomas. 

An interesting study in half-tones and their 
possibilities in the reproduction of architectural 
or garden views is shown in Doubleday’s 
volume entitled “The Book of Building and 
Interior Decorating.” The book is replete 
with outdoor and country scenes, and the pic- 
tures, whether of gardens or of houses, wall- 
paper or furniture, are equally attractive. The 
board cover, with the four color picture in 
the center, is also successful, and the volume 
is published at an extraordinary low price, 
$1.50. 

A good example of the attractive volumes 
that can be made by using} the fine type page 
of special editions in volumes of compact size 
is shown in Houghton Mifflin’s College 
Classics edition of Henry James’ “The 
American,” a book of 535 pages but com- 
pact and easily handled. 

There are many people who believe that 
there will be an increased tendency on the 
part of the public to ask for their books in 
thinner volumes and that the $2 novel will 
be just as attractive at $2 whether, it be 1 
inch thick or 13% inch. While the bulky 
grass. paper of the English market has not 
found much hold here, there is still a great 
deal of temptation on the part of book- 
sellers to tell the traveling man that cus- 
tomers do not expect to pay $2 for a book 
unless it bulks to some standard thickness. 
Perhaps, with a little more explanation on 
the part of the bookseller, this objection could 
be overcome and the customer made to un- 
derstand that books should be judged by 
value not by thickness. The steady sale for 
the Modern Library over several years is 
another indication of the likable character of 
the reasonably compact volume. “The Writ- 
ings of Thomas Paine,” with introduction by 
Carl Van Doren, has a new set of plates 
exactly adapted to that size volume. 

Three attractive novels of the month in 
their make-up are: “A Daughter of Adam” 
by Corra Harris (Doran), “The Long 
Journey” by Johannes V. Jensen (Knopf) 
and “The World Outside’ by Harold Mac- 
Grath (Doubleday).

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The Successful Salesman Dissected 


G. KENAGY, who is assistant director 
¢ of the Bureau of Personal Research, 
connected with the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology has been collecting data concern- 
ing some physical and _ personal history 
characteristics of a relatively large group of 
highly successful salesmen. Each of thirty- 
eight sales managers, of nationally known 
sales organizations, contributed a series of 
facts concerning his four most successful 
salesmen. As a result he presents in Printers’ 
Ink an interesting array of reliable informa- 
tion concerning the characteristics of 152 sales- 
men who may be considered the cream of 
the country’s sales force. 

He carefully analyzes and tablulates the 
data obtained regarding the age, height, sell- 
ing experience, weight, marital status, and 
dependents of this group and submits this 
summary of his study: 


1. Relatively few salesmen—1I per cent— 
become big producers before they are 30 years 
of age; only about 7 per cent remain in the 
superior group after reaching 50 years of 
age; 68 per cent are between the ages of 30 
and 45 years. —The median age is 38.56 years. 
Routine salesmen and house-to-house sales- 
men have median ages 34.2 and 32.0 years, 
respectively. Life insurance salesmen, as a 
group, come to maximum productive power 
at 41 years of age. 

2. Unusual height is not an advantage in 
selling. Only 4 per cent of the superior 
salesmen are more than 6 feet tall; slightly 
more than 8 per cent are shorter than 5 feet 
7 inches. The median height of super-sales- 
men is 5 feet 9.6 inches, which is fully two 
inches taller than the average for the general 
male population. 


3. Less than 2 per cent of superior sales- 
men are under 140 pounds in weight; less 
than 8 per cent weigh over 200 pounds. 
Forty-five per cent are concentrated between 
160 and 180 pounds; the median weight is 
169.7 pounds. All the sales groups greatly 
exceed the average weight for the general 
male population. Above average weight is 
probably favorable to success in selling. 

4. Less than § per cent of superior sales- 


men become top-notchers with less than foyr 
years’ experience; only I1 per cent last be- 
yond the 21-year barrier. The median selling 
experience of superior insurance salesmen js 
about 4 years less than that of the general 
group. House-to-house salesmen attain the 
maximum in less than two years, but do not 
last long. 


5. College training has no evident bearing 
on ability to become a superior salesman, but 
26 per cent of our mixed group of high- 
grade salesmen are college graduates. On 
the other hand, 35 per cent of the group 
have had less than high school education. 
Different amounts of school training seem to 
be required for different types of selling. 


6. Approximately 90 per cent of all superior 
salesmen are married men. Age is a factor 
here, of course, but the small percentage ot 
single men may indicate the driving power of 
family responsibility. Routine and house-to- 
house selling show the largest percentages of 
single men, but even here the married men 
predominate. 


7. Superior salesmen do not have large 
families. The median number of dependents 
is 2.6 for the general group and the medians 
for all groups except routine salesmen cor- 
respond. The usual family group supported 
by a superior salesman is composed of a wife 
and one child 


Professor Deplores Skimming 
ROFESSOR ALGERNON TASSIN of 


Columbia University recently made the 
statement “I do not know a student in Colum- 
bia who understands the reading of the 
English language. It all comes from the habit 
we form as children of emotional skimming 
—of ladling off what appears to be the cream 
of the page. ‘This is often caused by the intro- 
duction of too heavy reading into the grade 
schools, Personally I think Shakespeare and 
Scott have had a good deal to do with it. As 
children we learn to look on these men 4 
belonging to a queer race of writers who pad 
out needlessly what they have to say.

we handling of the problem of habit- 
building comes under scholarship,” writes 
Ruth Sawyer in the March Good Housekeep- 
ing. “How is a mother going to help her 
children to form the right habits —those big 
habits of obedience, of regularity, of truth- 
fulness, of proper eating, unless she knows 
something of those laws that control habit 
and the working of a child’s mind? You 
would never expect a good gardener to try 
and grow a pole-bean like a cucumber plant 
or start a squash vine up a trellis. And yet 
it seems to me that much of our happiness 
in later life, of knowing how to work best 
and how to play best, is dependent on how 
well we built right habits when we were 
young. 

“Scholarship must include the knowledge of 


“Under the Window.” 
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what makes a good book for children. and 
the ability to choose those particular books 
which a particular child may need, Actually 
it takes scholarship plus infinite time to <i(, 
out the best in the old books and keep up 
with the new. If the mother does not do this 
no one else will; and the matter of right 
books I believe to be quite as vital a matte; 
as that of right playmates. The hundreq 
percent mother begins by reading or telling 
the best stories—nursery tales, folk-tales 
nature stories. She will put aside a portion 
of each day for this, whatever hour of the 
day best fits in with her daily schedule.”

“Oppenheim,” he 
told Miss Lister, “‘is 
the frivolity of the 
usually serious mind- 
ed—not that I put myself particularly in 
that class, however.’ When the little meet- 
ng was called to order and Mr. Polker was 
called upon to speak, a ripple of applause 
greeted him, ; 

“I am very glad to be back again,” he ob- 
served in opening. “We had such a good time 
last week and I was more than delighted that 
you wanted me to cume back. Now, even in 
these two meetings, I can’t hope to tell you a 

reat deal about book-selling, event tho I 
hal made a special study of the subject— 
which I haven’t. But if I can awake in each 
1 you a desire to learn more about the roots 
T your profession, I shall be satisfied. I think 
_ is one of the most interesting things in 
‘le, to trace the development of the calling 
to which we devote our life and energies. Yet 
as I said last week, so few care about it. If 
I were an actor, I should want to know all 
— how acting came into existence, its ear- 
lest Torms, its various stages, and so with 
any other profession. For the intensive culti- 
ation of the most interesting phases of our 
“10sen work will bring to us the finest com- 
pensation we can find in work. Let others 

lose as they will, for myself I should much 
rather engage in a work that interests me

and for which I am perhaps somewhat fitted 
than to receive far greater returns from an 
employment that is distasteful. But we must 
get on. 

“Mr. Shaylor tells us that the earliest organ- 
ized system of bookselling, as far as we know, 
was in ancient Greece. 
About five hundred 
B. C. seems to be the 
time when booksellers 
came into existence. 
Previously there had 
been commercial ac- 
tivity engaged in the 
distribution of litera- 
ture, but appar- 
ently no _ bookselling 
aS a separate trade. 
Perhaps, tho we 
shouldn’t emphasize 
that phase too much. 
How many booksel- 
lers are there now 
who engage in book- 
selling alone? Not 
many in proportion, I 
believe. My observation around the country 
has been that nearly all bookstores combine 
bookselling with some other line—stationery 
almost always, office furnishings and supplies, 
and in smaller cities very often wall paper, 
kodaks, and other lines. In the towns, the 
book stock is carried by the druggist. Of 
recent years, however, a number of small book- 
stores have sprung up, which are fairly re- 
stricted to bookselling. However, don’t 
misunderstand me. A man can be a thoro 
bookseller and still handle other lines, but it’s 
too bad that commercial conditions make this 
necessary. 

“Mr. Shaylor tells us that the first account 
of booksellers of which we have a record is 
to be found in Diogenes’ Laertius. The book- 
sellers mentioned are skilled scribes who were 
said to make trustworthy transcripts of the 
works of Zeno the stoic. Mr. Shaylor tells 
a very interesting story about this Zeno. He 
was shipwrecked while on a voyage to Athens 
and he was cast a poverty-stricken stranger in 
the city. He wandered around for a time 
and finally happened to pass a bookseller’s 
shop. The bookseller was outside, as seems to 
have been a custom of the day, reading aloud 
from the memoirs of Xenophon. The book- 
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seller happened to read this passage which 
was certainly very apt advice to the much 
troubled Zeno: ‘Cultivate a cheerful endurance 
of trouble and an earnest striving after knowl- 
edge, for these are the conditions of a useful 
and happy life.’ Zeno asked about the teacher 
from whom he might learn such a philosophy 
and became a disciple and this no doubt 
greatly influenced the whole course of his life. 
I often wonder if the bookseller of today 
could utilize any such method. It is largely 
the method of the book auctioneer. I am not 
now referring to the auctioneer of rare books 
but the old time intinerant chap who sold large 
quantities of Bill Nye’s works, dictionaries, 
home doctor books, etc. Of course, standing 
outside one’s store to inveigle the public to 
purchase is no longer done in the better trade 
circles. I remember a few weeks ago I was 
looking in the window of Trotter’s little book- 
shop down on Putnam Street. You remember 
he is next door to a small jewelry store. I 
happened to glance in the jewelry window. 
This was enough for the proprietor, who 
pounced on me, grasped my arm and tried to 
pull me inside. Even my observation that I 
was a school teacher did not convince him 
that I was not a prospect. The bookseller 
can’t do that sort of thing. But can he talk to 

his customers about books, give them enticing 
selections? I do not know. It only seems to 

me that it is a bit wasteful to describe a book 

quite at length to just one person. Why not 

to several? Perhaps this sort of thing is being 

worked out in some of the smaller stores. 

Certainly it should work well in any bookstore 

at a summer or winter resort. I heard a 

dealer in camera supplies, who was really a 

genius in his line, give a first-rate talk to an 

audience recruited from summer hotels. A 

bookseller could give a series of literary talks 

in the same way. It would do much to win 

new readers and that’s your biggest job, as I 

see it. However, here I am way off on an- 

other tangent. 


“The earliest booksellers, as I mentioned, 
were the scribes who copied and sold the 
parchment or papyrus scrolls which constituted 
some portion of their stocks. Copyists be- 
came more numerous—many of them slaves— 
and this greatly increased the book business. 
When a number of copyists were employed, 
the original manuscript was often read aloud. 
But the human ear is fallible and many an 
error crept into these manuscripts. Mr. Shay- 
lor tells a very interesting thing about the 
great skill of some of these copyists who 
made a miniature copy of Homer’s Iliad so 
tiny that it could all be contained in a nutshell. 

“You all know that the booksellers of today 
receive more or less criticism from those who 
claim ‘that they know nothing of the precious 
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product they sell. Like the account 
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Twain’s death, this is no doubt greatly exs 
gerated. But you can at least take ‘om os . 
in realizing that this is no modern : 
ment. Lucian once wrote: ‘Look at hie 
called booksellers, these peddlars: they are 
people of no scholarly attainments or pers ‘sonal 
cultivation, they have no literary jud gment 
and no knowledge of how to distinguish the 


good and valuable from the bad and worth. 
less.’ ' 


“I wish I could go along farther and te 
you ever so briefly about these early days, 
even before printing, when there was, of 
course, no copyright law; then of the creat 
revolution that was brought about in the pre. 
sentation and extension of knowledge by the 
invention of the printing press, and what 
cheap printing has meant in the circulation of 
information and entertainment, for even with- 
in the period that the United States have been 
a nation, books were scarce and very expen- 
sive; of how the bookseller and publisher 
were frequently combined in one man. Oh, 
it’s an amazingly interesting thing even to 
me for whom after all, its interest is more or 
less incidental. As for you, engaged in this won- 
derfully fascinating business, I should think 
you would never tire of learning about it. 
Well, time’s up, class is over, thank you for 
your courtesy and patience.” 

Mr. Brown thanked Mr. Polker for his 
talk and also assured him that he was by no 
means thru but that he would be called upon 
again at some future time. Mr. Polker laugh- 
ingly said “Oh they’ve had enough” but the 
class protested “no,” and adjournment came 
with everybody in the very best of good spirits.

In New York and St. Louis apart- 
ment houses are being built with attachments 
for radio in every apartment, and I believe 
this will be done all over the United States.” 

“Do not the song writers and phonograph 
people derive benefit from the ‘advertise- 
ment sent thru the broadcasts?” Mr. Rosen- 
thal was asked. 

He replied that the benefits were negligible. 
Not more than a dozen song writers in the 
United States, he added, were able to support 
themselves, out of their earnings. 

Under the law, sheet music could be used 
only for private, and not for commercial pur- 
poses, Mr. Rosenthal argued. He said that 
the prohibition imposed by his society would 
not extend to amateur broadcasters, to Gov- 
ernment stations or to universities sending out 
musical programs for educational purposes.

You may realize that the opposition which 
your special offer has aroused from the book- 
sellers of the country, is not from the fact that 
the circulation of your magazine may be in- 
creased but that you are acquiring benefits at 
the expense of the bookseller. 

The volumes which you gave in connection 
with the subscription to the Ladies Home 
‘ournal were new books, on sale at all book 
stores for the published price of $2.00. 

Common sense and ordinary judgment will 
tell you that if a reader realizes that she can 
tain this $2.00 book and her subscription to 
our magazine, regardless of the method or 


conditions under which they might be obtained, ' 


it would not.be very natural for her to go to 
¢ bookseller and pay a price of approximately 
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50 cents greater than that of your combination 
offer. 

You say you do not offer “premiums” but 
that you are giving these books as a “reward” 
for the cooperation of the person sending you 
the subscription. Webster’s Dictionary defines 
“premium” as “a reward” or “bonus” and it is 
under this head that your proposition exists. 

Under the law, as I understand it, no one is 
allowed to cut the subscription price of your 
magazine, but no such law at the present time, 
pertains to the selling of books. 

For years, the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation has been striving (and with a great 
measure of success) to eliminate the insidious 
practice of “price cutting.” As a result, the 
booksellers’ business has grown stronger and 
book shops are springing up all over the coun- 
try, but it is combinations such as you have 
offered which threaten to undermine the sta- 
bility of our business as it now exists. 

In the final analysis, I feel that such com- 
binations, whether they are taken advantage of 
or not, have a tendency to destroy the present 
confidence in the published price of the book.

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


HE current catalog of Maggs Brothers of 

London is devoted to original manuscripts 

and autograph letters and its 303 lots in- 
clude some very rare material, among them 
some remarkable letters of Lord Nelson and 
Lady Hamilton and portions of the original 
manuscript of Lord *Tennyson’s “In Mem- 
onam., 


English dealers in autograph letters and 
manuscripts depend more and more upon their 
American trade for the sale of their rarer 
items. One dealer, one of the most important 
in England, recently said that “if it were not 
for my American customers I would not be 
able to issue my catalogs regularly.” 


The library of the late Lord Northcliffe, 
recently sold to Charles W. Sawyer, the Lon- 
don bookseller, has attracted attention all out 
of proportion to its importance owing to the 
fame of its late owner in the newspaper 
world. From a collector’s standpoint, the 
most important item in the library is a set of 
the first editions of Scott’s “Waverly Novels.” 


C. F. Libbie & Co. of Boston have issued a 
catalog of books on naval history and ro- 
— voyages to the Pacific, Hawaii and 
California, whaling adventures, sea_ stories 
and narratives, with a second part devoted to 
pioneer life, Western exploration, history and 
travel. (Collectors in these subjects will find 
much to interest them. 


Alexander Greene of Chicago announces the 
opening of a new bookshop at 816 Cass 
Street. He begins with a collection of first 
association books, Americana, mo- 
dern Irish literature, autographs, and a few 
manuscripts. He is especially interested in 
Whitman and in everything pertaining to him 
and has already a large number of items.

The current catalog of Walter M. Hill of 
Chicago is devoted to “First Editions of 
Modern Authors.” Among the rarer lots is 
a copy of Thackeray’s “Vanity Fair,” in 
original parts, first issue of the first edition, 
wrappers, in pristine condition with most of 
the fine points mentioned by bibliographers, 
listed at $1,500. Mr. Hill has printed as an 


introduction William Harris Arnold’s “Why 
First Editions.” 
When Robert Louis Stevenson’s books, 


letters and manuscripts were sold a few years 
ago, an auction house in this city was selected 
because Americans had always taken such a 
friendly and enthusiastic interest in the Scotch 
novelist and his writings. The sale of Steven- 
son rarities in London this season, compared 
with recent sales of similar material in this 
country, indicates that nowhere in the English 
speaking world is Stevenson held in higher 
regard than in America. 


Stanley Morison has in preparation a sump- 
tuous work entitled “Four Centuries of Fine 
Printing” which will shortly be issued in 
London by Benn Brothers. It will be a super 
royal octavo volume, with about 250 collotype 
plates, tracing the development of typographi- 
cal style and decoration from Jensen to Bruce 
Rogers. Mr. Morison’s volume will be illus- 
trated by about 500 facsimiles of fine printing. 
Great care will be taken to give the volume 
a format of distinction. 


Thomas E. Kirby, Gustavus T. Kirby and 
Rose H. Lorenz will retire from the American 
Art Association June tst, and Otto Bernet, 
Hiram H. Parke and Arthur Swann, present 
lieutenants of Mr. Kirby, associated with 
Courtlandt Field Bishop, will continue the 
business at the present location. A change 
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of some kind could not long be deferred 
owing to the advancing age of Mr. Kirby who 
is seventy-six years old. The new manage- 
ment will doubtless be popular and can be 
depended upon to continue the American Art 
Association along progressive lines. 


The April issue of The Bookman’s Journal 
is of varied interest. F. P. Wilson writes of 
“Leigh Hunt and His Work;” Walter de la 
Mare finishes his story “Lispet, Lispet and 
Vaine;” F. L. Wilder contributes an article 
of interest to print collectors entitled “Unde- 

- scribed States of Etching and Mezzotints by 
Sir Frank Short;” and E. M. Tenison com- 


pletes his “Bibliography of Louis Imogen 
Guiney.” The numerous departments are 
filled with interesting material. No wide- 


awake collector can afford to miss the monthly 
visits of this periodical. 


Benn Brothers, Ltd., of London are pre- 
paring a new edition of Shakespeare’s Plays 
to be known as “The Players’ Shakespeare.” 
Each play will be published separately, illus- 
trated by a group of artists working under 
the general direction of Albert Rutherston. 
Charles Ricketts, Norman Wilkinson, Paul 
Nash, Mr. Lowinsky and Mr. Schwabe are 
some of the artists who have been engaged 
on the work. The text of the plays will be 
that of the First Folio. There will be two 
editions, one limited to 100 signed copies, 
the other to 450 copies. 


The collection of manuscripts, documents 
and maps made by John Fiske, the historian, 
in the pursuit of his historical studies, has 
been purchased by Henry E. Huntington. It 
is probable that the 12,000 books in the Fiske 
Library in Cambridge will also be added to 
the purchase. The original manuscript of 
Fiske’s “Discovery of America” with five 
hand drawn maps made by the historian, is 
among the manuscripts included. Letters of 
Herbert Spencer, Hugley and Darwin may 
be added if Mrs. Fiske is allowed to retain 
them until she has finished using them in 
connection with certain work upon which she 
is now engaged. 


Walter R. Benjamin, autograph dealer of 
this city, in his “Autograph Talk” in The 
Collector, has this to say of autographs as 
an investment: “Autograph letters and his- 
torical documents are limited in quantity. A 
celebrity may have written a vast number of 
letters in his lifetime, but the letters written 
before he became famous are rarely pre- 
served, and it usually takes most of a life- 
time to become famous. This limits the years 
df preservation to a very few. Again, letters 
get into the libraries and public collections, 
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and so pass out of the market entire]; 
growing scarcity makes for higher 
and a well chosen collection shows a gre 
profit to the collector’s heirs. Fads are , 
contradiction to this rule, for they last oy] 
a few years. A fad is where a name ; 
boomed to some high price, without any goo 
reason. There have been such fads in Fielj 
Clemens, Hearn, Shaw, Kipling, etc. Theg 
are alls good and valuable names, but they 
should not command the prices of W ashing 
ton, Lincoln, Poe, Byron and other reall 
great men. But such prices last only while 
the boom is on, and then they fall back 
The great names never go back to any serioug 
extent. Hard times affect them as they d 
everything else, but the recovery is sure t 
come later on. A well chosen autograph col- 
lection may therefore be considered a good 
investment.”
